Group I Claims 1-24 and 31-37, drawn to a nucleic acid, vector, host cell and 
a recombinant method to make tissue plasminogen activator (tPA), 
classified in Class 536, subclass 23.2; Class 435, subclass 219. 

Group II Claims 25 and 26, drawn to the fusion protein of SEQ ID NO: 8, 
classified in Class 435, subclass 7.2. 

Group III Claims 27-30, drawn to a K2S, classified in Class 530, subclass 350. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

The nucleic acid of Group I, the fusion protein of Group II, and the H2S protein of 
Group III are independent chemical entities and require different searches in the patent and 
non-patent literature. Claims drawn to method of making proteins using the recombinant 
DNA would be placed with the DNA of Group I because, although they have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, they do not constitute 
a burden to search them in addition to the DNA sequences. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
